BUSINESS OVILOCK FOR THE YEAR 1882 

Now isa good time for prudent men to 
canvass the business probabilities of the 
present year. Fortunately, the commercial 
signs and past experience furnish a better 
and safer basis for forecasting the business 
of the near future than Mr. Vennor or any 
weather-prophet can discover in the metero- 
logical data. A process of reasoning may 
be outlined which every business-man can 
foliow out with such modifications as his 
own associations and observations may sug- 
gest, and much disaster might be avoided if 
a general agreement upon this plan could be 
secured. 

The obvious starting-point for tracing the 
probable course of commercial events in this 
country daring the next ten ot twelve months 
is the undisputed shortage of the last Amer- 
jean crop. Some of the effects of the partial 
crop failure have already been experienced, 
but others are yet to be endured, It may be 
pretty safely assumed that the short crop of 
last summer will exercise a depressing in- 
fluence on the transportation interests until! 
the new crop shall begin to come into the 
central markets of the world, which will not 

until well into next August or early in 

ptember. ‘The efforts of the railroad com- 
panies to recoup the loss of traffic by increas- 
ing rates of freight will not avail. They can 
scarcely count upon grain for shipment at 
the lowest rates, and they will certainly not 
be able to attract business by raising the 
rates. If any unforeseen and altogether un- 
likely condition should create a foreign de- 
mand for the grain now stored in Western 
warehouses the rallroads would be com- 
pelled to haul it at low charges or lose*the 
business. The exceptionally mild winter 
foreshadows an early opening of navigation 
on the lakes, and meantime the Mississippi 
route will offer enough competition to keep 
down the railroad rates. It is more likely, 
however, that there will be but a small 
movement of grain to the seaboard, and the 
hope of the holders at high prices is, that it 
will be needed for home, and largely for 
Western, consumption. In any case the 
prospect denotes a small and poorly com- 
pensated railroad business, and a realization 
thereof cannot fall to depress stocks and 
bonds. 

A short crop means, furthermore, that the 
tarmers have less money to spend this year 
than they have in years of good crops. The 
rise in prices has been so largely speculative 
that the farmers have by no means been re- 
imbursed thereby for the shortage in their 
supply. The agricultural community will 
be constrained to retrench their expendi- | 
tures. They will postpone till another year 
the renewal of their implements; they will 
recur to the household economy which they 
learned to practice during several years uf 
hard times; the purchase of seed for the new 
crop will de the only expenditure which they 
will regard as necessary. This retrench- 
ment will reduce the trade of the country 
stores, and in the same proportion affect the 
basiness of the city merchants. When the 
farmers have less to sell they buy less, and 
the shortage at both ends reduces the volume 
of exchanges in the large ehtrepots ana the 
earnings ot the railroads connecting the pro- 
dacers and consumers, 

Railroad building must also fall off materi- 
ally during the year. Over 8,000 miles of 
new track were laid in 1881—more than in 
any previous year. But it was manifestly a 
climax in railroad building. It is not likely 
that the railroad construction of the present 
year will exceed 5,000 miles. Several of the 
important systems have been completed. 
The construction of certain railroads has 
proved unprofitable. Work wiil continue to 
be prosecuted on the Northern Pacitic, and 
on the Chicago, St. Louis & New York line, 
but the latter will probably proceed more 
slowly than its projectors contemplated. 
There is not likely to be any great push in 
the completion of the Mexican roads. The 
direet results of this partial suspension of 
railroad constructian will be a reduction in 
the demand for and prices of iron and steel, 
and throw thousands of workingmen who 
have been employed in railroad building into 
othr fields of labor. 

conditions we have described are apt 
to lead up to labor strikes and lock-outs. 
The workingmen during the past two years 
have acctistomed themselves to a frequent 
inerease of wages. Nearly every demand of 
this kind has been acceded to by employers, 
who have felt that the growth of their busi- 
ness and improvement in prices warranted 
an allotment of a larger share to their work- 
men. When such demands have been resist- 
ed the workingmen have found no difficulty 
in securing ready employment and good 
wages elsewhere. But from now on it may 
be expected that labor movements for in- 
creased wages will meet with steady oppo- 
sition. The mills and factories will not be 
able to increase their expenses, and many of 
them will be inclined to reduce their work- 
ing-foree. There is no indication that the 
tide of emigration will be checked, and new 
labor will begin to flow into the country 
soon at the rate of many thousands every 
week. The workingmei are Always slow 
and unwilling to recognize any change in 
conditions which reduces employment and 
wages, and serious differences may. be antici- 
pated as a result of disagreement about 
wages between empleyers and employés. 
Strikes and leck-outs are always destructive ° 
to the extent of idleness and loss of produc- 
thon which they involve. 

All the conditions we have named in- 
dicate that within the next few months 
there will be a disposition to “slow up” 
in tie rather rapid rate at which gen- 
eral business has been progressing during 
the past two years. There will proba- 
bly be more failures among merchants, 
who cannot reasonabiy expect to do their 
business on a steadily rising market. ‘There 
is no reason to apprehend anything in the 
nature of a geferal panic; but there will be

rome many ways and help to postpone a 
panic for several years What the cou f 
events may be in 1883 wifl — 
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Mayor Harrison has seen fit to reply 
through the agency of the interviewer to the 
moral indictment brought against him by 
the late grand jury. The burden of his reply 
consists of an attack upon the motives of 
all and on the personal character of some of 
the grand jurors, whom he does not name, 
He says that “the gamblers raised a heavy 
gum to fix things,” and intimates that it was 
divided among some of the jurors in order 
to prevent the finding of true bills against 
the gambling-houses. A saloon story of this 
kind was published in one of the city papers 
several days aso, and we suspect that the 
Mayor has no better authority for repeating 
it; at all events he does not state the case 
with sufficient definitness to secure confi- 
dence. The.same is true of his charge that 
one man went upon the grand jury for the 
express purpose of “smirching” him (the 
Mayor), that another had been thrown out of 
Mike McDonald’s saloon because he was 
drunk and noisy, thata third was in debt to 
houses of ill-fame for wine bills, and that 
several had shared the fund raised by the 
gamblers as a means of averting indictments. 

We have given the substance of the care- 
fully prepared reply of the Mayor to the 
grand jury, who morally indicted him for 
maladministration, and we think it will strike 
the impartial reader as irrelevant and insuf- 
ficient, and an attempt to avoid the point of 
the case. The fact remains that Mr. Harri- 
son, in his capacity as Mayor, has under- 
taken to extend protection and free license to 
the gambling-houses under certain regula- 
tions he has seen fit to impose. He has 
adopted this policy In violation of the State 
statutes, the city ordinances, and good mor- 
als, and he has loudly boasted of it over and 
over again. He refused to furnish the grand 
jury with any evidence in regard to gambiers 
and gambling-houses upon which Iindict- 
ments could be based, but presumed to read 
that body of citizens a lecture on what he re- 
garded as the comparative merits of Board- 
of-Trade speculation, pool-selling, and faro- 
dealing. His attempt at recrimination so far 
as individual members of the late grand 
jury are concerned in no wise explains or 
extenuates his vaunted neglect of duty in 
setting up a law of his own against the law 
of the State and the municipality. He was 
elected Mayor of Chicago to enforce the laws 
as they stand, and not to ignore them and 
make new laws of his own. He may indulge 
in all sorts of vulgar and vituperative abuse of 
the late grand jury in general, or even single 
out individual members thereof for specific 
accusations, but that course will not release 
him from the sworn obligation he owes while 
Mayor to public morals and public welfare, 
not shall it be permitted to divert public at- 
tention from the point at issue, which is not 
the private character of any citizen who 
served on the late grand jury, but the official 
conduct of Mayor Harrison in refusing to en- 
force the law against the gamblers. 

Even if Mayor Harrison could be justified 
in making his private opinion about the sup- 
pression of gambling override the law of the 
State and muncipality, it must be admitted 
that he has at his command the means to lu- 
form himself of the names of the gamblers, 
the location of the gamdling-houses, the em- 
ployés, runners, and ropers-in attached. to 
them, the owners of the buildings where they, 
are located, and the names uf the agents who 
rent them, and such other detailed informa- 
tion as would enable a grand jury to find 
indictments and place the matter in the 
hands of the courts. Sut Mr. Harrison 
either had taken no pains to procure 
such information, or i he had the informa- 
tion he was determined not to furnish it to 
the grand jury. His Chief of Police merely 
furnished such a list of the open gambling- 
houses as any boot-black could make up or 
any citizen could furnish in an hour by dili- 
gent inquiry. Mayor Harrison, therefore, 
stands before the public as refusing to un- 
dertake the suppression of open gambling, 
determined upon protecting and “regu- 
lating” it without warrant of law, and at 
the same time even averse to furnishing the 
State tribunals with information which his 
detective police ought to have at their 
tongues’ ends, as & means to prosecution in 
the courts. This is the moral indictment 
against Carter Harrison, which he has not 
answered in the attack be has made upon 
the late grand jury.

THE PRUSSIAN KINGS CLAIMS. 

The London Saturday Review in a diseus- 
sion of the imperial rescript which was re- 
cently issued by the Emperor of Germany in 
his capacity as King of Prussia, and subse- 
quently was so strongly emphasized by 
Prince Bismarck in his communication with 
the Ministry and with Parliament, makes an 
important point In its comparison of the 
declaration with British precedente. The 
“ rescript,”’ it will be remembered, contained 
two leading propositions: first, that the acts 
of the Government are not the acts of the 
Ministry or of Parliament, but of the sover- 
eign, and this rule was laid down not only 
for Prussia but for all of the German States; 
second, that all Government officials at clec- 
tion time are bound to support, or at least 
not to oppose, the Government policy 
upon pain of dismissal. The second propo- 
sition is not so vital as the first, for 
Government officials everywhere are pre- 
sumed to support the policy of the Govern- 
ment, which in turn supports them. Even 
in our own form of government the officials 


of an Administration are supposed to sup- 


port its policy if they expect to receive its 
patronage. ‘The first is the really vital propo- 
sition, and the fact that such polnted atten- 
tion is called to the second only shows that 
the first must have become a dead letter in 
Germany. It is very certain that no official 
could retain his position in any Government 
if he agitated against its policy. 

The particular point made by the Satur- 
day Review, however, is that the proposi- 
tions made by King William of Prussia and 
the propusitions continually enunciated by 
King George of England a hundred years ago 
are identical. My policy,’ ‘my Minister,’ 
‘my boroughs,’ ‘my Lord-Lieutenants’ were 
phrases Always on the lips of the grand- 
father of the present Queen. By degrees, 
but only by degrees, a different theory has 
become recognized in England as to the 
position of the sovereign. No expressed 
change has been recorded, but a tacit 
agreement has established a different state 
of things.” The Revicw further shows that 
the only statidard by which such a reseript 
as this can be measured is whether it is in 
harmony with the Constitution. Théoretical- 
ly it is in harmony, fort the theory of the 
Constitution is that the officials of the Gov- 
ernment are the King’s oflicialsa—the Ministers 
are his, the- policy is his. There is no ques- 
tion about that, and theoretically the satue is 
true of the English Government, though 
Queen Victoria would not care or date to an- 
bounce it.

CHINESE IMMIGRATION; 
The Chinese question and treaty\ar 
more before the country in the form Ma bill 
in Congress which will be discussed gor some 
days providing for the prevention of further 
immigration of Chinese laborers for jwenty- 
five years. In all respects the bill Wa fair 
and discriminating one. It will Rot inter- 
ere with Chinese who ure already in Call- 
fornia and Oregon, nor will it prevent the 
immigration of Chinamen who come here on 
business or for purposes ot education. It 
aims at nothing bat the influx of coolie 
laborers who are owned in China and are 
sent to San Francisco for a specified time to 
labor in a sort of semi-slavery fur the five 
companies, and bring with them to 
California the Mongolian vices and dis- 
eases. It has long ago been estab- 
lished that they are a curse in every 
Eurepean or Américan community where 
they happen to be in afiy considerable num- 
bers; that they undermine American labor; 
that they do not ¢ome here to be citizens. 
As soon as a swarm make their pile” they 
carry their accumulations back to China, and 
are replaced by a tresh swarm of quasi 
slaves, whe come to cut under the American 
workman until their pockets are fijed, when 
they decamp the same as their predecessors, 
and so oh perpetuaily, coming and going. 
These Mongolian serfs bring with them pe- 
euliar vices and peculiar diseases; they work 
for wages on which Americans cannot live, 
and subsist on a fare on which white men 
would starve, and thus underbid and degrade 
American labor. They are the same the 
world over. They are welcome nowhere, 
because they nowhere conform to the prac- 
tices or institutions of the country where 
they are. In an interview with Sir Henry 
Parkes, the Premier and Colonial Secretary 
of New South Wales who was in Chicago 
yesterday, that gentleman said: 


We have a stringent probibitory law. 
which received the royal assent only about six 
weeks ago. It provides that only one Chinaman 
can be brought into the country for each 100 
tous of the vessel bringing them—tbat is, a 1.00 
ton vessel can only bring ten Chinese. Besides 
this, we impose ou each of them a capitation 
tax on landing of 210. That practically probib- 
its their coming, and that is What we Want. 
fuct is, that we are pot desirous of immigration 
of such a character, and only want people wou 
are Willing to confogm to our babits and modes 
of life and whom we can make citizens of, which 
we cannot do with the Chinese. 


The reasons why the Chinese population is 
a curse to the country have been urgod over 
and over again, and wherever they live in 
large numbers, as on the Pacific coast, these 
reasons are so strongly confirmed by what 
every one can see that they have never been 
successfully refuted. There is no desire for 
Chinese immigration except in places where 
they are not known, and where a morbid sen- 
timent about American hospitality takes the 
place of bard facta There are enough of 
them here now—too many for the real good 
and interests of the Pacific coast. Any fur- 
ther immigration should be prevented unless 
it can be shown that like other immigrants 
they intend to come here and become eitizeus. 
give up their habits and vices, and adopt our 
ways of life. Until such time there is press- 
ing need of just such a bill as is now pend- 
ing before Congress,

CIVIL-SERViICE REFORM. 

The stereotyped objection to the estabdlish- 
ment of rules for the government of the 
civil service is that it would be “inconsistent 
with the spirit of our institutions.” It is 
insisted that it would be “ unrepublican” to 


once 


exclude anybody from the public service, 
and that it would be “unrepublican” to re- | 


iain a public servant permanently during 
good behavior, because an officeholding 
aristocracy would thus be created. It is be- 
hind clamor of this sort that the Bosses bide 
while they fill the service with their heuch- 
men, 

Of course nothing could be more false than 
the assumption that the civil service is now 
open to all. Entrance to it is in fact con- 
trolled by coteries of ambitious politicians. 
Every mau who approaches the immediate 
dispenser of patronage presents A letter 
from the Boss who controlled the appoint- 
ment of the official from whom he seeks an 
appointment. Appointments are made én- 
tirely by favor—the favor of a select’ few 
who extend the favoreither in payment of 
a political debtor to secure future support. 

It is plain that this custom almost as abso- 
lutely excludes from the public service the 
masses of the people as it they were pro- 
hibited from entering it by law. It creates 
an officeseeking class—a class composed of 
those who struggle at the polls to promote 
the election of certain persons to office, not 
because Of their fitness for the places-to 
which they aspire, but because of a direct or 
implied promise on their part to deal out 
Government positions to their immediate sup- 
porters. .This circle of officeseekers is com- 
paratively small, and if any person outside | 
of it applies for a“ place” he soon finds chat 
he will have his labor for his pains, and 
nothing else.

Everybody is asbhamed of the Jacksonian 
epigram, To the victors belong the spoils,” 
but that dogma is the basis of the existing 
civil-service system, or, more properly, no 
system. It is a game of grab, gab, brag, and 
persistent impudence, and it is played by 
Congressmen first, and by their henchmen in 
office afterwards. A Washington corre- 
spondent of Tar Trreune—* Observer“ 
makes some very sensible remarks on the 
subject. He calls attention to the fact that 
during the four months’ Administration of 
President Garfield the White House was in a 
state of siege by an army of officeséekers 
backed by members of Congress; that Gar- 
fieid was attempting to flee érom his worment- 
ers when be was shot; that for three months, 
while he lay sick, the nuisance was perforce 
abated, and tha country suffered ho loss of 
prosrerity thereby; that immediately upon 
the accession of President Arthur the siege 
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years ago as a condition of accepting a re- 
nomination the venerable Father of the House 
declared that he must not be expected to 
further the application for an office of any 
man. He declared, if elected, that he would 


serve his immediate constituency and the 


country, but would take no step in the serv- 
ice of individuai desirés and ambitions. The 
case of Judge Kelley, we believe, is unique. 
He is the only man who has had the moral 
courage openly to declare that it sent to Con- 
gress he would go there to make laws, and 
not to act for Tom, Dick, and Harry as an 
office-broker. 

It is needless to say that since that saucy 
declaration Judge Kelley has lost nothing * 
is as regularly “ returned” as formerly, and 
by increased majorities. 

If Congressmen generally could stiffen up 
their spinal columns to a declaration like 
that of Judge Kelley the civil service difi- 
culty would soon indasolution. They would 
have time to consider the civil-service prob- 
lem, and to legtsiate upon the subject in- 
telligentiy and dispassionately. Indeed, it is 
probable that some of them would have more 
time on their hands than they could easily 
dispose of. But it would do them no harm 
to study political economy, social science, 
and the philosophy of history.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
SIR WILLIAM PALLISER. 

Jomox, Feb. 6.—Sir William Palliser, the 
inventor, is dead. He was born June 18, 
1830, in Düdun, educated at Rugby School, 
Trinity College, Dublin, and Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge, and passed through the Staff 
College, Sandhurst. He entered the army as 
enstan in the Rifle Brigade in April, 1855, 
and was transferred to the Eighteenth Hus- 
sars im 1858. Maj. Palliser introduced the 
following inventions into the services: 

IL. Rie projectiles known as Palliser Project- 
nes, which are used in the navy and in coast 
fortiicamons for piercing armor- plated ships. 
These projectiles have been proved to be far 
moro efficient than any steel shot and shell that 
can be made. They cost less than £20 per ton, 
while the only steel projectiles which at ail ap- 
proadkhed them in efficiency cost about £100 per 
tom. The Royal Laboratory at Woolwich bas 
been pusily engaged for the last ten years in 
manufacturing Palliser projectiles, and has 
turned out several thousand tons of them in 


fach year. 

2 Improvements in the construction and 
rium of the heavy wrought-iron rifled cannon 
used in tronciad ships, and on the sea-fronts of 
fortificatious. 

A The serew-bolte used for attaching the 
armor to the iron-plated defenses of harbors 
and dock-yards—éuch as the forts at the mouth 
of the Thames, Portsmouth.

THE JUDENHETZE. 


Some Facts About the Warsaw Riots. 
New York Herald. 

A correspondent sends us the following: “In 
reference to the Judendetze in Russia, walch is 
exciting just now a passionate outery in the 
English press and such unfriendly comments io 
some of the American papers, it would not be 
amiss te give the correct version of the manner 
in which the Warsaw ricts originated and to 
point out the elements of the local population 
that took an active part in them. In order to 
obtain a correct ides of the facts as given be- 
low it must be noticed that the first outbreak of 
the riots Occurred on the th of December of 
tue new stylé—that . on Chriétmas-Day of the 
Catholic calendar, the Russ ans building their 
Curtstmas on the Ben of December ot the oid 
style. Which corresponds to the 6th of Japuary 
of the new style. It must be borae in 


mind, too, that the Pollen population 
of Warsaw keeps up a constant in- 
tercourste with Vienna; many of i § the 


weaith families send their children to be 
educated in the Austrian Capital; students, 
after having completed tusir studies in Warsaw, 
are in the habit of spendmg a few months in at- 
tending to the lectures of some of the celebrated 
Professors of Vienna; the Polish aristocracy bas 
numerous connections with the higher circics of 
Austrian nobility, to which it is besides drawn 
by reasen Of a cummun religion and frequent 
cases of intermarriage between representatives 
of the two nations. Therefore the great tire in 
the King Theatre of Vieuna had naturally pro- 
duced a mighty impression in Warsaw; aaxiet 
aud riet concerumg missing and perisoe 
frieods and reiatives was widespread, and the 
public wus overexcited. 80 deep indeed was 
the impression of the Vicona calastrophe mat 
up to the latest time the theatres of War- 
suW were totally deserted. On Christmas-

subject. 

Ou one of the best and most frequented 
thuroughfares of Warsaw, called the Uracow 
subu is situated the Homan Catbolic Church 
of the Holy Cross. Several thousand worsaip- 
ers of ail clusses and vonditions bud asseinbied 
there to attend bieh mass, which was celebrated 
at noon ov Christmas Day. The church and the 
porch were wvercrowded. In the middie of the 
service a gentieman standiiz in the back part 
of the churct, who subsequentiv gave his nume 
as Vassylevexy. was — 7 uurriediy pushing bis 
way to the door aud enliing for water. hi seems 
that a lady who qame to church with that gen- 
tleman suddeuly fainted {rum the overpower- 
img beat, aud be was anxious to procure some 
water fur ber; but thé crowd, catcebing the word 
“water, Wis alarmed, imagiamg that a tre bad 
brüten out, and there was a weneral rusb tor 
the doors. Ladies with long, fusbiouuble dresses 
impeded til more the way: several persons 
stumbled over them and fell, while others, 
pushed by tue oncoming crowd, feil over them 
again or were compeliied to tread over them in 
their rush for life, aud the result was that 
twenty-nine persons were silied—among otbers 
the Countess Alexandrovicb—and tweuly-toree 
persons severely injured, besides a great many 
ovbers, slightly Burt, managed to return tp their 
homes. About forty devtors—Hussians and 
Polese—burried to the assistauce of the bmiised 
peopie. Meanwhile the firemen arrived, as the 
ré,ort was epread abroad that there was a fire 
id the Church, aud they assisted, together wiih 
the police, in carrying the corpses and the 
wounded people. The services of both the 
pohee and firemen were very effective, and 
many Of them suffered severe injuries iv aseist- 
img other . All that, huwever, veourred 
in the back part and on the porch of the church, 
whieb is of such large Dimensions that the dis- 
turbanees were not even noticed in the fore- 
ranges, and the mass was fifiehed in the usual 
way. In the afiernvon the wildest rumors spread 
about town, and it was generally reported that 
a thief—a Jew—being cuvgbt in the very act of 
stealing the wateb of a géntieman in chur@h, 
A raised the cry of“ fire” in order to 
effect his escape amidst the general tumult. 
Others again asserted hat there was a whole 
gang of robbers at church—Jews disguised in 
stemale attire—who worked away during mass. 
and. one of them being caught, the others ruised 
the cry Of fre and escaped. After 4 p. m. still 
fresh reports circulated concerning the samo 
trick being énacted by the Jews at vespérs in 
two Homan Oatholic churebes situated on 
Grjybuvo and the so-callec Oid Place, and that 
the Jews had even broken the cross and sume of 
the huly pictures tn those churches. All tnese 
rumors were of course faise. No Jews were ar- 
rested in any of the churcnes. but nevertheless 
it is evident that the instigators of the riots were 
porrestiy well acquainted with tne weak side of 
the Warsaw mob—tueir religious fanaticiem— 
atid applied ali their efforts to arouse it, and 
presently succ in it. 

la Warsaw there isu great number of small 
weer in Which mostly young artisans are 
kopt at Work. This being Christmas- Day, these 
workingmen, called (in Polish) “ terminators,” 
were rouming around the streets. Being in- 
censed by the above wiid rumors, they picked 
up stones and proceeded to smash the windows 
of the Jewish Aer which were open 
(though it is forbidden by the Russian laws to 
open them while the services are guing on in the 
churcges), and to teur down the sigue ot otaer 
sbops, which all belonged to the lower classes of 
Jews. Subsequently the terminutors were reia- 
forved bya aumber of common thieves, and 
they to pluoder ali the Jewish shops; 
goods were destroyed, casks of whisky were 
rolled out and sinashed to pieces, while the as- 
sallunte helped themselves liberally to their 
contents. The pole intervened, 3

During these two days of riots the 
streets in the ncigaborbood ut the Church of the 
Holy Cross suffered the most, and they are in- 
habited by the poorest class of Jewisa traders, 
pawnbrokers, wine-distillers, and the like. The 
xreatdewieh quarter of the town, comprising 
Nateviky and other streeta, where the bulk of 
the Jewish population reside, was since the be- 
ginning of the rivts encireled by a military 
cordon, and nobody was allowed to enter it 
Without showing a epecial permit of the police. 
Thus the richer part of the Jewish populauon 
was completely ebeitered, but the pourest Jews 
suffered severely. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the soidiers were realivy doing all they could in 
order to protect the Jews. and many of them 
were bodily injured in se doing, and severely 
scalded by Jewish women, wo poured boiling 
water out of the winagows ou all passers-by, the 
general outery was that the autboritics were 
abetting the rioters, since they let (be soldiers 
sboot with blank cartridges. On the other band, 
many instigutore—weli-dressed people. too—cir- 
culated the rumors that the Jews declared that 
they refused henceforth to bear their share of 
taxes, since the authorities were unable to pro- 
tect them. in short, there seemed to be many

MEETING OF THE RIVAL FACTIONS.

New Yor, Feb. 6.—The rival factions of the 
gugartrade, who have been warring with each 
other fur many years over the tariff! on sugar, 
met today in the Sugar Exchange rooms on 
Front street, aud bad a lively skirmish, which, 
however, ended tn leaving tari® matters just as 
they were, and inoreasimga little the hostile 
feeling. Many of tne leading refiners and com- 
mission dealers of the country were present. 
The meeting was ostensibly called for the pur- 
pose of combining the refluers, importers, and 
commission dealers in an fort to 
secure tegisiation on the sugar tariff 
which should be generally satisfactory. The 
effort had its origin in N conference of retiners 
bold last week. A set of resolutions, presented 
by Mr. Osgood Welsh, was disoussed, in which 
thé meet ing vieded itself to sustain one or two 
proposed rates of tarif on sugar. melado, and 


molasses. 
THE RATES PROPOSED 


by the resolution were for an ad valorem tariff 
on all A sugars not above No. 13, Dutch standard 
in colar, 26; not above No. E. W per cent; on 
melado, 25 per cent; and on molasses, 10 per 
cent per gallon; for a specific tarif on ali 
sugars not above No. 13, Dutch standard 


{a color. Lcent; above No, 3 and not above No. 


16, I cents; above No. 4 and not above No. 20, 
I cents; above No. 2) and on all refined loaf, 
cut-loaf, crusbed, powdered, or granulated 
sugars, 2% cents per pound; on melado, 
cents; and on molasses, 2% cents ver gallon. 
The third resoluwon piedged the bouses and 
firms represented at the meeting to abide by 
and to work earnestly for the adoption of which-

The second means I would suggest for the im- 
provement of the police force is to have a horse 
at euch station on which a Lieutenant can be 
mounted, so that be may rapidiy traverse his 
entire district several times a week and person- 
aliy watch for violations of ordinances, espe- 
cially those which reguiate the manger in which 
highways are to be used. He could thus at the 
same time be enabled to see more effectually to 
the wants of his district. which at present in the 
outlying precincts be is utterly unable to do. 

The third is by discontinuing to provide po- 
licemen for railroad and steamboat stations, for 
theatres, races, and other places of amusement, 
and resorts gotten up for pleasure or profit. 
The demand for policemen at guch places in 
the past bas been a great strain upon the de- 
partment, and in the future, bampered as we 
are for revenue, with constantly increasing de- 
mand for mea as the city rapidiy grows, ought 
to be discoutinued. After bemg detailed for 
special duties, officers are unfitted for immedi- 
ate patrol duty. Those using policemen under 
such circumstanees ought to pay their salaries, 
and, eveu when they are so paid, they should be 
compelied, for the privilege of wearing the star 
of the city, to have at all times an eye to the de- 
tecuon and vrevet uon of crime, be subject, 
io case of emergency, to the call of the Caief of 
Police. All such special policemen should not 
ouly be subject to the rules of the department, 
but be in regular potice uniform. 

Our department is at present in a most active 
and efficient condidoa. With the discipline in 
force this state is dem continually enbaaced, 
and where vacancies are filled the best seliec- 
tions are sougbt to be made regardiess of out- 
side pressure. The large number of applications 
makes this task ab easy one, and brings into the 
turve the very best material. If the finances 
would permit, Ishould be pleased to see the 
force considerably increased, but I do not be- 
lieve in a very large number, as our city is not 
so badly situated as people have been ied to be- 
lieve by chronic croakers in comparison with 
other cities.

In furtherance 
of this plan to keep out New York thieves be 
bes also demanded the orgauization of a water 
patrol to protect the large interests along the 
water-front. In consequence of comparative 
immunity, the robbers of the metropolis who 
sally over the river and return do not figure 
among tne arrests of Brooklyn. Were this class 
apprebend the number of arrests would be 
coasiderably iu excess of that given in the table 
for that city. 


ANOTHER THING TO BE CONSIDERED 


is the fact that Chicago is the entrepot and de- 
put for large numbeié of people from all parts 
of the country and from foreigu lands, and 
bence a large pordon of a@rresis have been 
of persons dere only temporary. In a 
population so great as ours, there are also a 
large number of ns who are not bomogenous 
and are absolutely unk nowa tb each orher, and 
this state leads to the commission of a great 
number of minor offenses and arrests. Chicago 
is the great railroad centre of the country out- 
side of New York.

Some come to look after business, some to 
seek recreation, and others to get through to 
other points. Several thousand persons are

It cannot be expected that the peopie 
will or should rob themselves to gratify the pev- 
le of the future. No city in a free country can 
made maeguiticent out of the proceeds o 
mediate taxution. It should be made but 
coming erutions should help to beur che ex- 
pense. We should pay every cent needed for 
present muaicipal purposes, but we should pro- 
vide for future icago and should ask that 
future to deip us to provide. Thatcan be done 
only by issuing bonds for t and permanent 
public improvements. To this end the Legisia- 
ture should be asked to move fur a change in 
the State constitution to permit us to issue 


bonds chat extravagance may not be 
fostered, and that speculadon and corrupt — 
may not be brought into existence.

In vonsequence of the 
system adopted there have been very decided 
gains in the receipts during the past year. The 
receipts were $100,638.44, while for the previous 
year they were $865,615.45, thus showig an in- 
crease of $70,020.50.

THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


Tue city is fortunate in the management of 
the House of Correction. I think I can safely 
Say that no other institution of the kind isso 
welland efficiently managed as the one under 
Superintendent Felton, and no stronger proof 
of this fact can be adduced than the statement 
that it has for some years been seif-sustaining, 
in truth within the past year a source of protit. 
It has earned for the city during the past year 
$22,865.48 above all expenses—a remarkabie 
showing unprecedented in prior years, and un- 
excelled by any similar institution in the land. 
The present number of inmates is 700. The 

rowth of the city is largely responsible for this 
ncreased number, but the increased efficiency 
of the police foree and the administration 
of 4 more stern ustice the 
police magistrates have done considerable, 
and hence the convictions have been more nu- 
merous than formerly. Of the expenditures, 
which were $72,800.01, while the receipts were 
$105,065.44, the sum of $7,767.77 was for a recon- 
strucuon of the roof of the buildmgs. 

In regard to the exercise of the pardon 
power, a few words will explain. The reco 
wiilsbow that there were some five bundred 
and odd releuses by the Mayor. These releases 
have been for and sufficient reasons. When 
applications for release are made I always con- 
sult, with few rare exceptions, the Superintend- 


ent of the House of Uorrection, and hence a 


large number of the releases have been 
made on his advice, after dis talking 
with the prisoner and forming an opinion of his 
churacter and earnestness to reform. Quite a 
large number bave been released on account of 
sickness, and some turned over to the county 
authorities for trial on some criminal charge. 
Very few have been pardoned until they bave 
served Out a lurge part of their sentenve. Some 
ve thought, have been ex- 
cessively fined on some trivial charge the 
committing magistrate, and such I bave re- 
fore released before the expiration of weir 
time. I have aleo made it a rule to 
release childrer on application of parents and 
husbands on application of wives before the 
close of the term, believing that in this way the 
risoners would come out witb a more kindly 
eeling to those who interceded for their re- 
lease, and show a stronger and readier disposi- 
tion to roform. I have, as I said, made very 
few releases without consulting Superintendent 
Felton, and where charges appeared sebious 1 
have invariably sent for reports from the offi- 
cers by whom the arrests were made, and so 
each individual case has been considered with 
reference to beneticial fntiuence upon the pris- 
oner himself.

The tun- 
nel is five feet in hiyvht, while the new one is 
seven, Ia view of the fact that the city will ro- 
quire at no very distant day a much larger supply 
of water thao our present facilities will admit, 
I think the time is opportune for the enlarge- 
ment of the old tunnel. It ought to be increused 
in dimensions to seven or eint feet. and this 
can be dove ata comparatively small expense. 
This work should be done as soou as possibile 
before we greatly incypase the number of in- 
babitants, and then when the city finds it neces- 
sary to go turther out into the lake for pure 
water she can draw from the two tunnels ail the 
water required by the then increased popula- 
tion. It will not answer to wait until the pres- 
ent capacity of either oneof the tunnels is over- 
taxed. While we now can get all the water de- 
sired from the larger tunnel, the time will come 
wheao the two will have to be used continuously, 
and, therefore, now seems to me the proper 
time to eula the one while the other is ade- 
quate to continue our supply. 

I trust your honorable body will take the mat- 
ter into due consideration aud act upon it as the 
situation demands. 

Before concluding, I desire to suggest the

USE OF COVERED WAGONS. 
There are, L nd, in this city a great many ex- 
press-wagous and other vehicles which bave 
cunvas-coverings that completely shut out the 
side views of the drivers, and limit their visual 
organs to objects immediately preceding them. 
In consequence of being thus inclosed, the 
drivers, in suddenly turning to the side when 
driving rapidly, are unabie to see to their side, 
and so often dash against other vebicies gomeg 
in a cuntrary direction and sometimes serious 
accidents result. To uvert misbaps of this kind 
an ordinance ought to be adopted to compel 
the owners of covered vehicles to keep the front 
side parts open, or have a window properly ar- 
ranged, and thus enable the drivers to see 
whether other vehicles are coming on the side 
to which they propose to turn. In the same 
Ordinance some pruvision ought to be inocur- 
porated to compel all kinds uf vehicles to bug 
close to the curbdstupe sideways in all cases 
when po-sible, and so leave a greater drving space 
ju the streets for others. Our prominent tbor- 
— 71 — are becoming yearly more crowded, 
and there is no reason why people should allow 
their wagons or carriages to project out upon 
the street while they are in some store or office 
to trausact business. Besides, the closer to the 
sidewulk the vehicles are placed the less the 
chances of dama from a passing runaway 
team or horse, and the greater the safety and 
speed of tire-engines getting toa fire. An ordi- 
nance of the kind I sugwest would be alike ben- 
elicial to the people as well as to the city. .

SALOON LICENSES, 


THE PLAN OF THE CITIZENS LEAGUE—REMARKS 
OF FRIENDS AND OPPONENTS. 

The Council Committee ou Licenses met in the 
City Clerk's office yesterday afternson, Ald. 
Purcell in the chair, and present Blair, Dean, 
and Wanzer. The room was fuli of lookers-on, 
among them being E. C. Larned, Mr. Elmendorf, 
Mr. Paxton, the Rev. Arthur Little, J. H. Me- 
Avuy, William Seipp, Harry Kubens, and Michael 
Keeley. 

Mr. Larned submitted amendment to the law, 
providing that applications for a license should 
be made in writing, and filed with the City Clerk 
at least twenty days before tne granting of such 
license, the name and residence of the applicant 
and of the sureties to be stated, and the City 
Clerk to keep a registry of the applications, 
which should be open to the public; for beer 
and other malt liquors a fee of $200 to be charged, 
and for spiritousana vinuous liquors, with or 
without beer, $500; selling liquor to minors to be 
followed by revocation. 

Ald. Purcell said tne committee could not con- 
siderthe amendment. It would have to come 
tbrough the Council. 

Mr. Larned then addressed himself to the 
question of fees. The amount of livense which 
meu euguged iu any business paid ought to bear 
some proportion to the burden which that busi- 
ness put upon the community. Two-thirds of 
the expense of the Police Department grew out 
of saloons, which were responsible for a great 
deal of crime and disorder. He thought $2w for 
beer suloous and $500 fur spirituous liquor sa- 
loons was about fair. Sucn fees would keep out 
of the business low churactors, and a better 
class of men would engage in it; and, having 
something at stake. they would observe the law. 

Mr. W. W. King said there was a class of sa- 
loonkeepers wbo were voturiously trrespousilile, 
and tei places were the rendezvous for crim- 
mals. Crime would not be stopped until such 
saloons were closed up.

HARDWOOD LUMBER. 
FORMING AN ORGANIZATION OF THE DEALERS. 

A meeting of about a dozen hardwood-ium- 
ber dealers was heid yesterday afternoon at the 
Lumbermea’s Exchange, W. 8. Keith in the 
chair. The Chair stated that the meeting was 
called for the purpose of promoting social ac- 
quaintance among the bardwood dealers and the 
formation of an organization. The legitimate 
deniers in bardwood had been preyed upoa by 
the scalpers, and something ought to be dove to 
protect the trade. The trade needed a perfect 
system of inspection. What they had was de- 
vised by the Northwestern Lumberman, It was 
not sufficient, because it had never been stamped 
with the seal ot the trade. If it were authorized 
by the associated bardwvod-lumber dealers it 
would give satistacuog to the consumer. 

Mr. Holden remarked that he could see no 

in the movement exvept in a social way, 
ut at the same time be would like to hear from 
wwe other gentiemen present. 

The wir said that if the association did 
notbing but secure a uniform inspection it 
would ve a good thing. 

Senator White expiained bow the trade is an- 
noyed by the scaipers,and insisted that more 
uoitormity of grades was needed. There were 
difficulties about selling according to the 80 
culted Chicago iuspection, op account of ob- 
jections from the buyer. This arises from the 
fact that the inspection is not autuoritative. 
The lines should be drawn so that an absolute 
system could be authoritatively fixed, He 
bought the logs in the country, and had them 
sawn at the nearest mill, or wherever be could, 
and in other cases he purchased directly from 
the millmen.

A GREAT ADO OVER A HARMLESS BRAND. 

A Sau Francisco dispateb in Sunday's Trisune

Last Venture. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune 

Curcaao, Feb. 6.—Nebemiah informs us that 
while he was rebuilding the walls of Jerusalem, 
after his return from the Babailonish captivity, 
Sanbaliat ani Gesbem sent unto bim saying, 
Come, let us meet together in some of the vil- 
ages in the plain of Ono,” but the prophet knew 
they thought to do him mischief, and sent mes- 
sengers to them saying,” I am doing a great 
work, so that [cannot come down; why should 
the work cease whilst I leave it and come down 
to you?” 

Some years ago Anna Dickinson was doing a 
great work, a work whieh, however, it may be 
depreciated or misunderstood now, was beid in 
high esteem by the brave, wise men who were 
banded together to save this Nation in the dark 
hours of the great Rebeilion. She car- 
ried Connecticut for . the Republican 
Union party at a time when the leaders 
of that party bad little if any hope of the 
Nutmeg State, and when she was called to 
Washington to lecture in the Hall of Represent- 
atives upon President Lincoln, his Cabinet and 
almost every member of Congress attended. 
She was introduced by Vice-President Hamlin 
to as large an audience as it was possibie to as- 
sembie in that ball and its approaches, and ber 
reception was an ovation voluntarily tendered 
by the great leaders of the great Union party in 
acknowledgment to ber solid services to the 
Union cause. She was then regarded as the 
Joan of Aro of her endangered country, and 
though it would bave been saved without ber 
she did efficient and honorable work in saving 
it. She was listened to by successive crowds 
with rapt attention, not merely because she 
was a woman and ber position unique, not bo- 
cause she had made any great discoveries in po- 
litieal ecieree, not because well-informed poli- 
ticlans did not know as much or more of the 
political situation as she did, but because 
of the earnestness, force, and directness with 
which she appealed to every man's con- 
science, calling. dim to live up to his 
light, to bave the courage of bis convictions. 
Her rebuke was feared, ber approvai courted, 
by thousands, and her influence was on the side 
of justice and bumanity. Woen she reproved 
the action of the Government, the event has 
justitied that reproof, and showed that ber 
woman's inteliect wae superior to the cautious 
wisdom of men of National resown. 

For years Anna Dickinson persevered in her 
great work, and before ber lay a lifetime of hon- 
orable labor for. the weifare of the race, but 
Sanbaliat and Geshem, in the sbape of fallen 
women, summoned her to meet them “in the 
plain of Ono,” to redress their wrongs, and in- 
stead of declining on account of ber great work 
sbe went down to attempt this gigantic and · im- 
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closing year a martyrdom would form an inter- 
esting chapter in médical history; but the rec- 
ords of such lives are not written—the story is 
known only to the few, perbaps to oue faithful 
friend alone. and that one, wo may.be sure, a 
woman.

Stocks Strong, but as Dull as in 
the Dog Days.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were very dull and uninteresting 
Transactions were as light asif the dog days 
bad come fire months ahead of time. Ali the 
pews from London and Paris was most reassur- 
ing. The settlements on the Paris bourse had 
passed off easily, and there bad been no serous 
failures. This gave stocks a strong tone, but 
was not énough to attract buyers. Neither of 


the two antagonistic parties in the market saw , 


any reason for changing position, and every- 
thing stood as nearly at a standstill as possibie. 
Toward the dose prices grew ea little firmer, and 
there was a better demand for stocks. This was 
mainly on adeount of the tews that Seeretary 
Foiger would at onde issue a now call for 620. 
000,000 of the ö per cents. Final quotatiogs were 
firm. 

Wall street tendencies are reported by ob- 
servers on the ground to be more puzzling than 
is usual even io that crowded cooundrum. There 
s very reason why this should be so. A vast 
wave of speculation has swept tarough Wall 
strect the last two years, and, though it bas ro- 
ceded, the country asa whole is 60 prosperous 
that Wali street dares not bet on the probability 
of another 1873. In the face of possible and 
probable gold experts it cannot put prices up: 
in the face of general prosperity it cannot seil 
them down. The French disastcr seeths to be 
passing off without assuming the cosmopolitan 
importance it first threatened to take on. Money 
is casy, Fet not easy enough to give free reign 
to speculators, Looking over the whole ground, 
it seeme that the future of the Wall street mar- 
kets depends more on the coming crops then on 
anything else. With good crops, trade will be 
good, railruad traffic heavy, exports large, and 
the country prosperous. Never was the farm- 
ing outlook better. Piowing has already been 
going on in Dakota fur a week and is now iu 
prowress in the corp country. Everything prom- 
isos carly seeding for spring wheat. Winter 
wheat had a trial in the cold weather of a week 
ago. but its roots are deep, and it appears to 
have escaped serious damage. Without 4 rad- 
nl change in the character of the weather 
spring seeding will be unusually early, and that 
is almost a guarantee of good crops. Pending 
the event of the harvests there is nothing now 
visible that paints to an active market or a de- 
cided movement of prices up or down 
—aiways excepting mantpula tion. Wall 
street is now thoroughiy cliquved. it is 
an open secret that a powerful com - 
bination beaded by Gould and Field were ready 
a week aro to begin a great bull movement,” 
but were interrupted by the French accident. 
This ciigue would probably dave succeeded by 
the use of the well-known devices of their art 
in creating an upward movement. But it would 
have been forced, and would have been carried 
through only for the purpose of transferring the 
load of stocks from the shoulders of the ciiques 
to those of the dear public.”

The 
comparative gain was over $65,000,000—a won- 
derful change for on- third of a year. In the next 


Most | four months the great change which has brought 


us to exporting specie began. Instead of a 
great gain in exports, there was a decrease of 
$17,568,215 in comparison with corresponding 
months of 1880; and instead of a docline of #43.- 
000,000 in exporta, the decline was only $10,382,- 
785. Relatively, this part of the Year showed a 
loss of over $7,000,000, idstead of the gain of 
$06,000,000 in the first third of the year. From 
Sept. 1 to the close of the year this revolution 
went so far that there was an actual loss of 
nearly $62,100,000 in exports of domestic products, 
while there Was an inerease of nearly 
$27,000,000 in imports. The details for these 
four mouths deserve especial attention:

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In these four months the change against this 
country has been over $88,000,000. 

The export of gold is discussed by the Finan- 
cial Chronicle, which comes to the conclusion that 
while it is not likely tocontinue to any consider- 
able extent, the facts presented must impress 
the reader with a sense of the delicacy of the 
situation.

The 
rst, which was moved by Mr. Chesney, County 
Antrim, and seconded by Mr. Turtle, County An- 
trim, was as follows: That tule meeting desires 
tu express its approvai of the L act of 1881. 
as tt embodies the broal principles of land re- 
form which the Uister tenants, from their know!- 
edge of the ancient custemof the province, 
have always maintained to be the only mode by 
which the respective rights of the landlord ana 
tenant can be adjusted.” 

The second resoluudon Was proposed by Mr.

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 4.—The Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House of Deicgates tuday reported 
adversely upon a proposition referred toe it 
looking to the aboliuon of the whipping-post.

Its Chair- 
man is a leading Keadjuster, and a majority of 
the members belong to the same party. While 
the question of abolishing the whipping- post 
was not made a cleariy-deltined issue in the last 
cam paiga, it was generally understood that the 
most prominent Readjusters wouldeuse their in- 
fluence in securing a repeal of the—to a major- 
ity of the people, at least—obnoxious law. The 
Republicans, both white and colored, in both 
branches of the Assembly, will strenuously ad- 
vocate a repeal of the law, and insist upon t 
Readjusters codperating with them * — 
end. Senator-eteet Riddieberger, who rep- 
resents 4 large white constituency upon 
the fluor of the State Senate, is said to 
bein favorof the desired legisiation. As the 
negroes are more ignorant and more given to 
upprupriating things belonging to others than 
the whites, luw 2 stripes was aimed 
ut that ciass.

@ustom reminded bim of the good old slaver 
days when the overseer administered the las 
with unvaried regularity. The effort to repeal 
the law is locken upon with deep interest. The

The 
spring was very backward until May 15; crops 
were good. 
Winter of 1862-63: One of the miidest ever 
known; only six inches of ice formed; the spring 
dry, cold. and backward; Külmg frost Aug. 28; 
very light corn crop. 

Winter of 1863-64: Light snow Dec. 20; night 
of Dec. 30 severest sn0W-sturm on record; wind 
blowing a gale; mercury 34 below: weather very 
cold until Feb. 16; summer dry and very not; 
crops guod. 

Winter of 1864-65: An average cold one; rain 
and break-up in Maren; suumer very wet; coru 
a large Croup; Waeat light 

Winter of 1865-66: Rather open: intensely 
cold in March; spring wet, cvid, and backward;

corn crop light.

The Rev. George C. Miln on 
the Church of the 
Future. 


The Methodists in Favor of an Inebri- 
ate-Women’s Home—Training 
Up Children. 


A Variety of Subjects Discussed and 
Work Done by the Other Re- 
ligicus Bodies. 


The Rev. George C. Milm on “The 
Church of the Future.” 

The Rev. George C. Miin delivered an address 
at Unity Church Sunday morning on “The 
Church of the Future.” He began by referring 
to persecuting spirit of the Medieval 
Church, illustrating his remarks on that head by 
citing the martyrdom of tho discoverer of the 
earth's rotundity. In those days the Church 
had a summary way of dealing with heretics; 
they were cremated, not according to the mod- 
ern practice, after death, but while they were 
alive. This scientist was led off to the stake and 
burned. Some time after it was discovered in 
good truth that the earth is indeed round. From | 
this Middie-Age incident the speaker deduced 
the moral that the Church sometimes struck too 
quickiy with the weapons of bigotry. 
The Church of today might learn from it 
and similar incidents to be extremely careful in 
reaching conclusions with regard to new sys- 
tems of religious truth. Otherwise it might 
burn others and then be sorry for it. Alluding 
to the misunderstanding which had arisen with 
regard to some of his recent pulpit utterances, 
and the assertion that the logical result of the 
prevalence of bis views would be the destruc- 
tion of the Church, he remarked that be was at 
a loss to understand that, when ho had recently 
used these words: “We way nov, therefore, 
sufeity go on to say that some form of religion 
und some form of Church will continue to be 80 
long as man continues to be.” He would now 
add,; “So loog as man is, the Church will also 
3 down to The Church of the Future,“ 
Mr. Miin sa d be did not believe it whoily im pos- 


sible to depict the general outlines. Its

Churca of the future men would fot be asked to 
accept this hurrivie hell, or the Bible as the 
iuepired Word of God, but would be told to use 
whatever moral stimuius it contained, as they 
would use what they found elevating in other 
books. The churchwan of the future would not 
necessarily be a Theist; each individual would 
be allowed to believe in a personal Deity if be 
chose; d tais, because the Church wouid not 
insist on speculative belief as a condition of 


membership, and because the theory of a per- 
sonal Deity could not be demonstrated. The be- 
lief iu immortatity would not be regarded as 
essential. He bud koown puig ant griefs, both | 
as a wg 4 and as a private individual, and 
could be Delieve in a future life, how gladly 
would he let loose bis imagination to picture its 
giories; but be could not afford to cheat bimeelf, 
and he must not deceive his bearers. However | 
beautiful the dream migut be, the chances of its | 
fulfilment seemed remote. Science declared 
that, for every thought that stirred the brain, 
toere was a corresponding molecular change, 
showing the dependence of toought ou matter. 
It the brain were the organ of the mind— I the 
mind depended for its activity on the brain's 
action—bow would brain action continue wheu 
the brain, weary of its ceaseless toil, was laid at 
last to rest? The Church of the future would 
receive men whe.her they entertained these be- 
liefs or net. Here the speaker congratulated his 
own congregation on the liberality with which 
they admitted people of all shades of belief to 
membership, anticipating the future in so far 
that all speculative theology bad beeu abandoned 
as a condiuon of membersbip. 

Forms that had grown out of supernatural 
theology would likewise be discarded in tbe fut- 
ure Caurch. ‘Ibe old idea of prayer—that it can 
avail to arrest the laws of Nature: that by it 
God is moved to arrest the acuon of certain 
laws on the one hand and to produce wonderful 
effects on the other—would be discarded as the | 
immutability of the natural law came to be un- 
derstood. Belrev.ng that, he bad himself avan- 
doned forever petivonai prayer. He believed 
that it availed nothing. He bad never been 80 
happy as since be had done so, and bad sim- 
piy called on bis hearers to hold communion 
with dis best thoughts. Old phases would be 
Abandoned. and others, curresponding to the 
exact thougbt of the age, substituted. 
chaoge would be slow, but as sure as the evolu- 
tion of the race. To doubt it would be to de- 
Spair of the honesty and acutegess of pusterity. 


The ideal of the future Church would be guood- | 


ness; its aim, to inspire men with admiration for 
goodness. It would not go to bell or heaven for 
u motive, or lead with sugar plums and drive 
withanax. It would show that where men bad 
heidto the right. the good., the true, and the 
beautiful, they had been huppy, where nu ex- 
céptional cause bad arisen to disturb and over- 
throw their bappiness; and thai where men bad 
been base, unworthy, and corrupt, they bad 
been miserable in heart, even thougb outward- 
ly apparently happy. It would show that the 
latter course destroyed, while tne former devel- 
oped aud built up, society. It would teacb the 
uowortbiness uf extraneous motives fur being 
good, and the thought that be could belp toward 
this consummation would be bis inspiration and 
sustain bis spirit in his last hour. The attitude 
of the future Chureh would be philabthropic. 

The Caurcb of the future would be a social 
cout re, drawing men together in pleasant, lov- 
ing relations; it would not decry social enjoy- 
ments from the pulpit and practice them in the 
parior; it would say to the young, Be innocent, 
bapoy,. and mural, and, above ail, be true.“ It 
would teach men tothiok. The ministerof the 
future—and how bappy he should be to be a 
minister of the future—would be one to whom 
lads and lasstes would come with their tales of 
wo to ask bere a word of comfort and there a 
word of guidance. Sue were some of the con- 
ditions of his ecciesiastical Utopia. Did his 
bearers smile? Did they say that such social 
cendinions could not exist without a dogmatic 
bas.s? Did they ask where was that Utupian 
city? He answered that it was yet to be. hen 
it Came, and the vision beautiful of a perfect 
society freed from superstition and priestcraft 
broke onthe world, at last the Apocalyptic 
propaecy would be true; there would be no more 
death, for death would have lost its terror: there 
would be neither sorrow bor crime, nor any 
more pain. The former things would have 
pussed away. 

A reporter of THE TRIBUNE met Mr. Mum last 
evening and propounded to him two questions. 
These were: Where does your utterance of 
Suuday leave you as to retigious belief?’ and, 
“ What dothe congregation of Unity Courch 
think of your new departure?” 

As to the last question,” said Mr. Miin, “ I 
have not yethad un opportunity of learning 
officially the views of the congregation of Unity. 
Many of them think as [ do, or at least think ia 
the same plane. A considerable number are not 
yet reudy to go as for as 1 have gone. 1 nave 
spoken out whatl feilt. aud have not spoken 
bastily.

thor ged sale of intexicating drinks. Bs that whole 
subjec. is to come before this meeting for discussiva 
at a futare time. 

Prof. Wilkius, Superintendent of the Wash- 
ingtonian Home, said the nevessity for such a 
home was very great. The ministers bad no 
idea of the suffering, even among the aristo- 
cratic part of the community, caused by drink. 
Men could be saved; so could wowen. e Di- 
rectors of tbe Washingfoaian Home bad under 
consideration a plan for adding a woman's de- 
partment, and would take defluit action soon. 


On motion of Dr. Pope, the resolutions were 


laid over, for two weeks. 

The order of the day—the religious training of 
cnildren—was then taken up and discussed fur 
over au hour.

Presbyterians. 

The Chicago Presbytery met yesterday-morn- 
ing in the club-room of the Sherman House. 
The Rev. E. M. Sehults was granted dismission 
to the Presbytery of Milwaukee. At the request 
of the Rev. James McLaughlin his pastorul rela- 
tion with the Scotch Church was dissolved, and 
he was dismissed to the Willow Creek Church. 
The Rev. J. E. Wright presented bis credentials 
from the Presbytery of Wisconsin, and was re- 
ceived into the Chicago Presbytery. The Rev. 
A. Thompson, from the Presbytery of Louis- 
ville, was invited to sit as a corresponding mem- 
ber. The Kev. Mr. Dean, of Joliet, asked to have 


| his pastoral relations dissolved there, as he 


wisbed to accept a call to Monmouth. The mat- 
ter was deferred untl au adjourned meeting in 
three weeks, as Mr. Dean's congregation had not 
yet acted ou it. 

Dr. Noyes made a report regarding the Noble 
Street Church property. There was a first mort- 
gage on it, bela by the Church Exteusion Board. 
anda second of $40, beid by tbe pustor, Dr. 
Post. The latter needed his money, but would 
not prosecute bis claim. 

Dr. Skinoer moved that Dr. Post be advised by 
the Presbytery to foreciese bis mortgage.

Mr. Oggel said Dr. Chinique did not claim to 
be working under the direction of anybody, but 
was collecting money on his own account. 

Dr. Noyes miroduced Eimer E. Beil. a student 


$ of the Garrett Biblical Institute, at Evanston, 


who de@ired to enter the Presbyterian ministry. 
Mr. Bell stated that his mother was a Presby- 
terian, but his father a Methodist preacher; 
that be was educated at the University at Lin- 
ooln, III., and, when converted, in deference to 
the wishes of bis father, had entered Garrett 
Institute to become a Methodist preacher; had 
preached some fifty times, but finally con- 
cluded that he sbouid follow his lifelong con- 
vicuons and become a Presbyterian. For this 
purpose he bid approached Dr. Noyes. His de- 
sire was to enter Union Theological Seminary 
at New York. The presbytery then formally 
examined Mr. Beil. and received bim as a candi- 
date for the ministry. 

Dr. Worrall introduced the Rev. Mr. Ross, a 
clergyman from Canada, now acting as Financial 
Agent of the Lake Forest University. He 
wanted at some future time to be admitted to 
the presbytery, if he would not be subjected to 
the strict examination of a young candidate. 
He has been twenty years in the ministry. He 
made an appeal for Lake Forest University, 
and wanted some more decided steps for 
financial succor taken by the presbytery than 
was adopted at the ministers’ meeting a week 
previous. The ministers should lead in the 
matter, and give from their princely salaries. 
Those getting $1,000 could easily give $10 a year 
for five years, and those getting more could give 
in proportion. He would head the list with 850. 
He charged that the Lord’s people were robbing 
His treasury by not giving a tevtn of their io- 
come to religious work. He believed there was 
a million and a balf stolen annually in this way 
by the Presbyterians of the two Synods, which 
should aid Lake Forest. 

The presbytery referred the matter to the 
same committee appointed by the ministers’ 
meeting, with power to act in its behalf. The 
meeting then adjourned for three weeks. 


The Baptist Brethren. 

The Monday morning conference of Baptist 
divines was held in Parior 44, Grand Pacific 
Hotel, yesterday, with President J. T. Burhoe in 
the chair.

THE LATE GRAND JURY. 


What Mayor Harrison Thinks of Their 
Report von Gamblinc-Why the Mayor 
Was Not Indicted—The Views of Po- 
lice-Superiutenadent McGarizile. 

Mayor Harrison, on betng asked by a reporter 
for bis opinion of the report of the January 
grand jury, stated that in making up the pre- 
sont ment the writer thereof had maliciously 
perverted the testimony given by him (Har- 
rison), and that in two or three instances delib- 
erate lies had been told. If the jury bad bad 
auy desire to find indictments against the 
gamblers they could bave readily indicted the 
iudividuals who claimed to be the owners, and 
who had acknowledged tq be such in the pres- 
ence of witgesses. There were some good men 
on the jury, but there were others of its num- 
ber whose moral character wus not sufficiently 
clea to entitle them to besmircb the adminis- 
tradon, which, the Mayor said, was honestly eu- 
deavorug torvn the ¢.ty in the interest of the 
people. The Mayor told the grand jury chat if 
uny of them wanted to see gambling going on 
they could do so by visiting the — , ho 
would see that they got in, if they so des . 

Ma. GELSTEFELD, 
one of the jury, stated that it was well under- 
stood that the only way to strike an effective 
blow at the gumbiers was to coafront the city 
authorities with the fact that they were violat- 
wg the law by not enforenmg the law against 
gambiors. It was seriousiy contemplated to 
return an indictment against the Mayor, 
and be believed it would have received 
a unanimous vote, bad not the Assist- 
ant State’s-Attorney stated that the wording of 
the statute under which an indictment against 
the Mayor would lie required proof that the pat- 
pale omission of duty was the result of cor- 
rupt bargaining. ‘The evidence furnished by the 
pol.ce was not even sufficient to establish legally 
the fact that the places reterred to by the wit- 
nesses as gumbltug- houses were actually such. 

Under these circumstances to have returaed in- 

dictments against the gampbiers would have 

been a faree indeed. The Mayor's allegations 
awuinst the honesty of the oat f were simply the 
well-worn cry of “Stop thief,” and as tar as be 

(Gestefeid) was concerned were beneath bis no- 


tice. 

Chief-of-Police MoGarigie was interviewed on 
the subjectand said the revort of the grand 
jury was a brief one, and sigued by the tore- 
man. The supplemental report was the adden- 
dum of Mr. Gesteitcid. It was unjust and a tis- 
sue of faisehvods from first to last. I gave the 
grand jury thorougb information, and from 
whati guve them, tadit so desired, it could 
bave indicted at least one man from each gam- 
bling-house now runoing in the city. That's all 
I want to say.” | 

VALUELESS TESTIMONY. 

As a matter of fact, the testimony furnished 
the grand jury by the police was valueless. 
The detectives went around to the guming- 
houses and asked the real proprietors who rau 
the establishments. In almost every case they 
were given the names of hired men. These 
names they turned over to the grand jury. If 
indictments bau been found against them when 
the cases came up for trial the only evidence 
would have been the statements of the detectives 
that certain persons bad told them that the de- 
fendants kept these places—testimony which 
could hardly dave justified a jury 
in finding a verdict of guilty. 
only testimony of any value on 
question was that furnished by Mr. Robert Law, 
und it is believed the gambiers indicted on the 
strength of that can be easily convicted. The 
police could doubtiess bave furnisbed much 
testimony going to show that A, B. and C ran 
certain guming-bouses; that they bad always 
been treated a3 their proprietors, and Bad acted 
as such, but they fuiled to produce anything of

KANSAS NEWS. 


Capt. Payne and His * Booneers” Now 
in Oklahoma—The Extra Legislative 
Session—Hatiroad Tariffs.

Wicnrra, Kas., Feb. 5.—Private advices just 

received here announce the fact that Capt. D. L. 

Payne bas awaio arrived at the projected City 

of Oklahoma, upon the ceded lands of the pro- 

posed new Territory. No opposition was met 
with by the company of colonists who accom- 
panied him from either Indians or United States 
troops. Rumor says that the troops have re- 
ceived orders to warn the colonists to leave the 

Territory and return to their former homes, but 

to molest them no further; and if they persist 

in pressing forward to the Oklahoma lands to 

make no further interference with them. A 

large number of colonists are now scattered 

through the Oklahoma region. Many families 
with tneir household goods and stock are there. 

As soon as the weather will permit each booueer 

will select his bomestead quarter section and 

start the plow. The colonists expect to plant 
and harvest a good crop during the coming sea- 
son. 

it is generally believed here that Gov. St. John 
will soon convene the Legislature of this State 
in extra session.

subject to crop prospecis. The late decision of 
the Supreme Court of the State places 

twelve counties now unrepresented in the State 

Legisiature in a very peculiar posidon. The 

people in these counties are as much 

entitled to representation as those 
in the older counties’ of the State. 

In the matter of Congressional apportionment, 

the people of the unrepreseuted counties bave a 

vital and peculur interest, and they should bave 

a voice in shaping the new Cong essional dis- 

tricts. They are aiso entitled to a voice on the 

quesuon of prohibicion, as this prom in the 
coming fall eiections, to becowe aSiatc issue. 

Only a pressing neccessity should convene the 

Logisiature at this time and give the twelve 

counties referred to no voice in the session. 

The other great and vital question in this State 

—that of a reduction in railway freignots and 

taritfs—should bave the careful attention of our 

Legislature in the very near future, and the eu- 

tire State should have a voice upon the question.

He paida bightribute to Commis- 
sioner Carter's knowledge of the standing and 
resources of the various contractors, and con- 
sidered him the abiest man in the board, but at 
the sume time be thought it would be best not to 
do things hurriedly.
